Barrows,  Nathaniel  A.  Blow  all  ballast  I  3v  19^0  APH  An  account  of  the  disastrous 
trip  of  the  United  States  submarine  Squalus  off  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  on 
May  23,  1939=  the  sinking;  the  rescue  of  part  of  the  officers  and  crew;  and 
the  salvage  of  the  hull.  The  author,  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Boston  Globe, 
interviewed  the  survivors,  stood  by  during  the  rescue  period,  and  the  eventual 
raising  of  the  wreck,  and  so  has  based  his  story  on  first  hand  material.  Book 
Review  Digest. 

Bates,  Ernest  Sutherland.  American  faith;  its  religious,  political,  and  economic 

foundations.   5v  19^0  CPH  An  interpretation  of  the  religious,  political,  and 
economic  background  of  the  American  nation.  The  book  begins  with  the  Protestant 
reformation  in  Europe  and  ends  with  the  American  Civil  war.  That  war,  accord- 
ing to  the  author,  determined  that  "liberalism  and  democracy,  the  two  ideal 
values  for  which  America  had  stood  should  be  preserved,  maimed  indeed,  but 
still  living,  to  be  transmitted  to  the  future  as  the  main  articles  of  American 
Faith."

Burman,  Ben  Lucien.  Big  river  to  cross;  Mississippi  life  today.   2v  19^0  CPH 

Anecdotal  account  of  the  Mississippi  river,  the  boats  of  various  types  which 
navigate  it,  and  the  people  who  live  on  its  banks  or  ply  the  river  boats.   The 
river  packets,  show  boats,  shanty  boats,  barges  and  steamboats  all  have  a  part 
in  the  chronicle.  Many  of  the  local  tall  tales  are  included,  as  well  as  new 
stories  which  the  author  picked  up  during  his  many  river  jaunts.  Book  Review

for  a  system  of  taxation  that  encourages  rapid  spending.  He  sets  before  our 
current  presidential  candidates  six  practical  proposals  for  a  solution  of  the 
idle  money- idle  men  situation.

Dickens,  Monica.  The  moon  was  low.  3v  19^0  APH  Mary  Howard,  spending  a  week-end 
alone  in  a  remote  cottage  in  the  Essex  Marshes,  hears  over  the  radio  that  her 
husband's  ship  has  been  torpedoed.   It  is  impossible  to  get  any  more  news  until 
morning.  Through  the  whole  of  a  sleepless  night,  Mary  mentally  reviews  her 
life  from  childhood  to  her  happy  marriage.

Milton,  John.  Paradise  lost.  2  parts  21r  AFB  Read  by  Alexander  Scourby. 

This  epic  poem  was  published  in  1667.   It  is  the  story  of  the  fall  of  man. 
Milton  takes  the  story  which  is  told  in  a  few  words  in  the  Book  of  Genesis, 
and  elaborates  it  into  twelve  books  of  stately  blank  verse.  The  first  three 
books  are  considered  the  best.  Milton,  as  you  probably  know,  was  blind  for 
the  last  twenty-two  years  of  his  life.  The  whole  of  Paradise  Lost  was  dictated 
to  his  youngest  daughter.  The  opening  of  the  third  book  is  the  blind  poet's 
invocation  to  Celestial  Light,  Milton's  sonnets  are  few  in  number  but  are 
unswrpassed.  His  sonnet  "On  His  Blindness"  is  perhaps  the  most  famous.

In  addition  to  the  cash  prizes,      a  gold  medal  to  be 
known  as    "The  J.   B.   R.   Helen  Keller   for  Literary  Excellence"     will  be  awarded  to  the 
author  of  one  of  the  three  first-prize  stories  considered  by  the   judges  to  be  of 
outstanding  merit.     Readers  of  the  Jewish  Braille  Review     who  live   in  other  parts 
of  the  world  than  the  designated  contest  areas   just  named,    will,    for  the  purpose   of 
the   competition  be  classified  as   if  they  were  citizens   of  the  British  Empire.      The 
first  prize  story  from  each  competitive  region  will  be  translated  into  English  and 
Spanish  for  possible  publication  in  the  United  States  and  South  America.     Efforts 
will  be  made  on  behalf  of  the  prize-winners  to  sell  their  stories  to  letter-press 
periodicals.

6.  A  sealed  envelope  containing  the  full  name  and  address  as  well  as  the 
corresponding  pen-name  must  be   enclosed  with  each  manuscript. 

7.  Each  manuscript  must  be   accompanied  by  a   statement,    signed  by  an  executive 
of  a  welfare  organization  for  the  blind,    or  clergyman  of  the  community  where 
the  contestant  resides,   certifying  that  the  name  given  in  the  sealed  envelope 
is  that   of  the  author  of  the  manuscript  submitted;   also  that  the  author   is 
blind. 

8.  Competitors   are  advised  to  keep  carbon  copies   of  their   stories  as  none   can 
be  returned  by  the  Jewish  Braille  Review. 

9.  The   decision  of  the   judges  must,    of  course,    be  accepted  as  final.

A  Review  (condensed)  by  Albert  Guerard,  Historian  and  Professor 
of  General  Literature  at  Stanford  University. 

Walter  Mill  is  provides  -what  we  so  desperately  needs  a  mind  that  is  clear, 
fearless  and  free.  For  the  last  twenty  years  there  has  been  on  all  sides  a  panio 
flight  from  honest  thinking.  Traditions,  phobias,  class  interests,  party  allegianoa 
have  befuddled  our  reason  and  warped  our  conscience.  Worst  of  the  distorting  ele- 
ments were  a  cynical  pose  masquerading  as  "realism"  and  the  insidious  propaganda 
that  clamors  loudest  against  propaganda.  In  such  a  ohaos  those  who,  crudely  and 
fanatically,  know  what  they  want  are  the  masters,  like  gangsters  in  a  frightened 
mob.  Hitler's  might  is  the  measure  not  of  his  genius  but  of  our  oonfusion. 

The  test  of  Walter  Millis^  honesty  is  the  very  fact  that  this  book  is  so 
different,  in  tone  and  spirit,  from  his  "Road  to  War."  Mr.  Millis  is  no  Bourbon* 
although  a  Southerners  he  oan  forget,  and  he  oan  learn.  He  entered  aotive  life 
twenty  years  ago  in  the  katzenjammer  morrow  of  the  lesser  World  War.  He  was  one 
of  the  lost  generation.  No  wonder  he  saw  in  "the  martial  spirit,"  under  a  pretense 
of  ideal  purpose,  little  but  a  welter  of  jingoism,  profiteering  and  ballyhoo.  These 
elements,  egregious  in  I898,  were  present  in  1917 t  as  they  will  be  present  at 
Armageddon  and  on  Judgment  Day., But  he  failed  to  realize  that  the  proportions  may 
ohange.  Wilson* s  orusade,  entered  upon  with  the  greatest  reluotanoe  after  three 
years  of  open  debate  and  reflection,  was  radically  different  from  the  hysterioal 
flare  of  two  decades  before.  In  1917  propaganda  and  racketeering  were  the  parasites, 
not  the  prime  movers,  of  Americans  resolve. 

There  is  no  trace  of  the  old  weary  oynioism  in  this  swift  and  compelling 
narrative.  Obviously,  the  evil  lies  far  deeper  than  the  tricks  of  rabble  rousers. 
Hitler  gave  in  "Mein  Kampf"  a  masterly  manual  of  ballyhoo j  but  it  never  is  ballyhoo 
alone  that  drives  men  to  kill  and  be  killed.  Nor  is  it  personal  gain*  what  shall 
it  profit  a  man  to  win  for  his  country  all  the  oil  in  the  world  if  he  is  to  die 
torn  and  charred  in  exploding  tank  or  burning  plane?  Both  sides  knew  war  better 
than  we  and  dreaded  it  more.  Both  sides  were  as  oonvinoed  as  Norman  Angell  himself 
that  war  never  pays.  Mr.  Millis  takes  a  truly  realistic  view  of  the  oonfliot,  for 
realism  consists  in  looking  beyond  material  interests.  The  struggle  is  not  for 
gold  or  steel j  it  is  not  even  a  contest  between  Ideologies.  It  is  a  religious  war, 
fought  in  the  name  of  anoient  idols  and  lying  prophets,  with  the  fieroeness  of  all 
religious  wars. 

Mr,  Millis1 s  book  is  simplicity  itself.  It  does  not  study  remote  causes.  It 
offers,  he  modestly  says,  "no  contribution  to  history,"  It  does  not  olaim  to  give 
us  inside  dope.  It  does  not  dwell  on  dramatio  personalities  or  lurid  inoidents  for 
their  sheer  pioturesque  value*  It  attempts  nothing  more  than  to  present  a  narrative 
of  the  last  twenty-one  years.  The  breathless  interest  of  the  -work  lies  not  in  tricks 
of  oonstruotion  or  style  but  in  the  facts  themselves,  aptly  ohosen  and  simply  told, 
I  do  not  see  haw  the  story  oould  have  been  made  more  lucid,  I  do  not  see  either  how 
it  oould  have  been  more  fairly  presented. 

There  is  an  essential  point  whioh  appears  in  Walter  Millis* s  pages  with  no 
laok  of  definiteness,  yet  I  wish  he  had  emphasized  it  even  more.  It  is  that  the 
fate  of  central  and  western  Europe  was  determined  by  faotors  beyond  the  oonf ines 
of  that  tragio  area.  Anschluss,  Corridor,  Sudeten  were  oauses  of  irritation^  but, 
in  a  healthy  world,  they  would  not  have  led  to  Hitlerism  and  war.  Mr.  Millis,  in 
agreement  with  Thomas  Mann,  states  that  the  Versailles  settlement  was  a  preoarious 
but  workable  compromise.  What  killed  its  ohanoes  was  the  faot  that  we  Amerioans, 
who  inspired  it,  refused  to  lend  our  full  moral  and  material  support  to  its  applica- 
tion. Our  Senate  ohose  isolation.  And  Europe  was  left  bewildered  and  divided, 
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without  an  arbiter,  without  a  guide. 

Mr.  Millis  makes  it  plain  that,  in  spite  of  Versailles  and  the  Ruhr,  Europe 
had  managed  to  overoome  the  bitterness  and  chaos  of  1919*  Locarno  was  a  great 
victory,  and  at  that  time  Hitler  was  a  laughing  stock.  The  rise  of  Nazism  and  the 
present  war  are  the  fruit  of  the  economic  orisis  whioh  began  in  Amerioa  in  1929* 
Material  factors  alone  do  not  aotually  oause  war,  but  they  weaken  the  resistance  of 
national  organisms  to  the  viruses  of  hatred  and  fear. 

Finally  Mr.  Millis  shows  that  European  policies,  since  1917 »  have  been  domin- 
ated by  the  dread  of  Bolshevism.  Clemenceau  himself  called  a  sudden  halt  to  demo- 
cratic propaganda  in  Germany  for  fear  it  would  lead  beyond  the  bourgeois  parliament- 
ary ideal.  Right  up  to  Munioh  the  conservative  leaders  in  England  and  France  were 
all  for  Hitler,  Mussolini,  Franoo ,  against  their  own  Leftists,  against  Litvinoff. 
The  masses  were  on  the  other  side.  In  the  Ethiopian  imbroglio,  in  the  Spanish 
civil  war,  in  the  betrayal  of  Czechoslovakia  the  governments,  aooording  to  Walter 
Millis,  did  lip  service  to  international  justice,  democracy  and  the  Leaguef  but 
with  a  realistic  wink  to  reassure  the  aggressors,  Maurras  wanted  to  have  Blum 
murdered,  while  Flandin  sent  his  congratulations  to  Hitler,  The  British  and  French 
tories  did  not  resolve  to  fight  until  they  had  abandoned  every  principle,  every  ally 
and  every  strategic  point.  For  these  divided  counsels,  insinoerities  and  clumsy 
clevernesses,  the  Allies  are  now  paying  with  their  lifeblood. 

These  are  not  Walter  Millis^s  words  but  my  owns  in  a  brief  review,  I  am  bound 
to  condense  and  overemphasize.  Mr,  Millis  retains  to  the  end  the  dispassionate 
lucidity  -whioh  makes  his  narrative  so  valuable.  Dispassionate,  but  not  ooldj  no  one 
could  be  cold  in  these  days  exoept  the  dead. 


Old  Irish  Folk  Music  and  Songs,  edited  by  P.I.  Joyce.  A  comment  by 

¥,  P,  Morrissey. 

It  is  not  customary  to  feature  music   in  the  Braille  Book  Review  but  in  this 
instance  the  book  is  a  collection  of  music  deserving  of  notice  and  one  which  other- 
wise may  never  be  brought  to   the  attention  of  those  to  whom  it  will  prove  of  value. 

Our  information  comes  from  Mr.  W,  P.  Morrissey,  of  Coggen,   Iowa,  who  presented 
this  book,   in  six  volumes,   to  the  Library  of  Congress  where  it  is  now  available  to 
blind  borrowers.     Mr.  Morrissey  comments  as  follows;      "The  colleotor  and  editor  of 
Old  Irish  Folk  Songs  and  Musio,  was  Patriok  Weston  Joyoe   (1827-1919)  one  of  the  best 
Irish  soholars  of  his  day.     He  was  born  and  brought  up  in  a  part  of  the  oountry 
where  Gallic  was  widely  spoken  and  where  it  was  the  custom  of  the  people  to  pass 
muoh  of  their  time  in  playing,   danoing,  and  singing  in  those   days.     Joyce  followed 
Irish  folk  musio  as  a  hobby,   and  this  collection,  published  in  1909 t   is  one  of  the 
results  of  his  long  and  faithful  research  in  this  field.     If  any  prospective  reader 
of  this  book  expeots  to  find  in  it  anything  of  the  stamp  of  "Mother  Maohree"  or 
"My  Wild  Irish  Rose,"  he  will  be  disappointed.     For  this  book  contains  melodies 
sprung  from  the  heart  of  a  people  who  have  known  muoh  of  joy  and  sorrow,   and  who  had 
and  still  have  a  tradition  all  their  own  when  it  comes  to  musio.     For  those  who  under, 
stand  what  I  mean,  I  wish  to   say  that  many  of  the  melodies  found  in  this  book  are 
based  not  on  the  major  and  minor  scales  of  modern  aoademio  musio,  but  on  the  old 
modes j   and  therefore,  they  should  not  be  surprised  to  find  a  piece  registered  in  the 
key  of  0     major  but  ending  on  the  key  of  Dj   for  suoh  a  piece  is  in  the  old  Dorian 
mode,   a  very  oommon  one  with  traditional   Irish  singers  and  players  of  pipe  or  fiddle, 
I  myself  have  indeed  harmonized  many  of  the  tunes  found  in  Dr.  Joyce's  book."

JOHN  DONNE.   FROM  SCHOLASTIC,  FEBRUARY  24,  1941 

Three  hundred  years  after  his  death,  John  Donne,  the  great  English  poet  has 
become  a  best  seller  in  this  country.   In  fact  if  you  were  to  try  to  buy  a  copy  of 
Donne  today  your  bookseller  would  have  to  confess  that  it's  temporarily  out  of 
print  and  unobtainable,  due  to  the  fact  that  Donne  has  never  been  printed  here,  but 
in  England.   This  reawakening  of  interest  is  credited  to  that  beautiful  Donne 
paragraph  printed  in  the  front  of  Ernest  Hemingway's  novel  "For  Whom  the  Bell 
Tolls,"  from  which  the  book's  title  is  taken.

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CHIEF  JUSTICE  HOLMES.   FROM  SCHOLASTIC,  MARCH  3.  1941 

On  Saturday,  March  8,  1941.  some  thoughtful  Americans  will  remember  that 
exactly  one  hundred  years  have  passed  since  the  late  Justice  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes 
was  born.  The  month  of  February  brought  the  birthdays  of  two  American  heroes 
wl.ose  lives  we  have  commemorated  in  recent  is  sues --Washington  and  Lincoln.   But 
here  is  another  American  whose  centenary  is  worth  remembering.   For  history  may 
well  recognize,  as  have  many  men  and  women  of  his  own  time,  that  Justice  Holmes 
was  cast  in  a  mold  no  less  great,  in  his  own  way,  than  theirs. 

In  his  youth,  as  a  captain  in  the  Union  army,  he  carried  home  three  wounds 
from  the  Civil  War.   In  his  maturity,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  who  appointed  him  to 
the  highest  bench,  wrote  of  him:   "I  am  glad  that  I  can  find  a  judge  who  has  been 
able  to  preserve  his  aloofness  of  mind  so  as  to  keep  his  broad  humanity  of  feeling 
and  his  sympathy  for  the  class  from  which  he  has  not  drawn  his  clients."   At  his 
death  in  1935*  the  entire  nation  paid  tribute  to  his  patriotism,  his  love  of 
justice,  and  his  profound  legal  scholarship. 

In  the  ninety-four  years  of  his  purposeful  life,  Hustice  Holmes  attained  the 
full  stature  of  successful  manhood.  He  himself  has  given  one  of  the  best  rules  for 
attaining  it;   "The  root  at  once  of  joy  and  beauty  is  to  put  all  one's  powers  to  a 
great  end  -  to  hammer  out  as  compaot  and  solid  a  pieoe  of  work  as  one  can,  to  try 
to  make  it  first-rate,  and  to  leave  it  unadvertised." 

The  one  great  end  toward  which  he  bent  his  life  was  the  humanizing  of  American 
law.  As  a  professor  in  Harvard  Law  School,  he  taught  whole  generations  of  young 
lawyers  that  the  law  must  be  flexible  enough  to  grow  with  the  changing  social  and 
economic  needs  of  the  years  and  the  people.  As  Chief  Justice  of  the  Massachusetts 
Supreme  Court  and  Associate  Justioe  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  from  1902 
to  I935i  he  strove  toward  the  same  goal  in  many  classio  court  deoisions  whioh  have 
become  an  accepted  part  of  American  constitutional  law. 

At  his  death  Justice  Holmes  bequeathed  $300,000  -  over  half  his  estate  -  to 
the  United  States  of  America.  This  bequest  was  characteristic  of  his  whole  life. 
It  was,  in  fact,  in  harmony  with  the  Holmes  tradition.  For  the  life  of  his  father, 
Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  Sr.,  the  distinguished  physician,  poet,  and  "Autoorat  of 
the  Breakfast  Table,"  had  always  been  steadfastly  devoted  to  public  service.   The 
life  of  the  son  followed  the  same  pattern.  The  money  he  left  to  his  country  had  no 
strings  attached  to  it.  He  asked  merely  that  it  should  be  used  for  whatever 
national  purpose  Congress  might  think  best. 

We  shall  mark  this  week,  then,  with  special  appreciation,  the  birth  of  this 
great  American  who  gave  his  blood,  his  life-work,  and  his  wordly  goods  to  his 
country.

Bast,  Herbert.   Essentials  of  upholstery,  lv  1928  APH  (Not  provided  by  the  U.  S. 

Government)  A  practical,  simple  textbook  which  describes  the  essential  processes 
used  in  upholstery  and  their  application  to.  specific  types  of  work.   It  also  contains 
information  on  upholstery  materials  and  their  sources.   Standard  Catalog. 

Bergson,  Henri  Louis,   Creative  evolution;  authorized  translation  by  Arthur  Mitchell. 
4v  1911  APH  "Brilliant  and  original  work,  aiming  to  show  that  the  evolutions  of 
life  and  of  intelligence  are  interdependent.  An  important  contribution  to  the  study 
of  the  subject,  in  parts  difficult  reading  but  full  of  interest  even  to  those  without- 
scientific  training."

Buchan,  John.   Montrose,  a  history.  4v  1928  APH  Mr.  Buchan* s  biography  of  the  Scott- 
ish statesman  and  soldier  who  started  as  Covenanter  and  then,  as  Cavalier  leader, 
won  a  series  of  brilliant  victories,  is  a  eulogy  of  Montrose  and  a  fine  story  of 
adventure.  Mr.  Buchan  depicts  Montrose  as  a  "candidate  for  immortality,"  a  character 
worthy  of  the  attention  of  the  modern  reader,  and  ranks  him  as  soldier  with 
Marlborough,  Wellington  and  Lee.   Book  Review  Digest. 

Clemens,  Samuel  Langhorne  (Mark  Twain,  pseudonym).   Mark  Twain  in  eruption;  hitherto  un- 
published pages  about  men  and  events;  edited  and  with  an  introduction  by  Bernard  De 
Voto.   3v  1940  APH  "Mark  Twain's  Autobiography,  published  in  1924  by  Albert 
Bigelow  Paine,  used  less  than  half  of  the  material  which  Twain  had  brought  together 
for  his  memoirs.   This  book  uses  about  half  of  the  remainder,  and  is  selected,  re- 
arranged, and  edited  by  Bernard  De  Voto  as  an  agent  of  the  Mark  Twain  Estate  and  of 
Harper  and  Brothers.   It  contains  all  of  the  material  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
editor,  should  see  print.   Much  is  additional  material  on  incidents  already  introduc- 
ed in  the  Paine  edition.   Some  incidents  printed  herein  appear  now  for  the  first 
time  because  of  a  time  element  imposed  by  Twain,  to  avoid  offense,"  Library  Journal. 

Godden,  Rumer.   Gypsy,  gypsy.   2v  1940  BIA  A  chateau  in  Normandy  is  the  scene  of  this 
character  study  of  a  sadistic  woman.  Madame  Barbe  de  Longuemare  was  English,  a 
middle-aged  widow  with  fox-red  hair,  a  woman  who  had  never  ceased  to  be  a  cruel 
child.  With  a  fiendish  persistency  she  spoiled  everything  with  which  she  came  in 
contact--lives  or  age-old  customs--until  everybody  hated  her  except  her  doting  old 
Nana.   Through  the  eyes  of  her  young  niece  is  told  the  story  of  a  gypsy  family.

Hall,  James  Norman.   Doctor  Dogbody's  leg.   3v  1940  CPH  Doctor  Dogbody,  for  fifty 

years  a  surgeon  in  His  Majesty's  Navy,  was  wont  in  his  retirement  to  regale  his  com- 
panions in  the  taproom  of  Will  Tunn's  Cheerful  Tortoise,  with  tales  of  his  adven- 
tures, and  particularly  of  how  he  lost  his  leg,  an  accident  which  varied  with  every 
tale.   The  book  contains  ten  of  these  tales:   The  Cheerful  Tortoise;  The  silver 
buckle;  For  Russia;  The  vulnerary  water;  Rule  Britannia;  The  happy  return;  Attica, 
the  twelfth;  April  first  on  April  second;  Feadle  and  Foster;  The  Greenwich  pension- 
ers.

Hilton,  James,   Random  Harvest.   3v  1941  CPH  Charles  Rainier,  an  upper-class  English 
business  man,  and  a  member  of  Parliament,  with  a  clever  wife  and  large  city  and 
country  homes,  has,  nevertheless,  a  shadow  over  his  past.   There  are  three  years  erf 
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his  life  which  are  perfectly  blank--from  the  time  when  he  was  hit  by  a  shell  in  the 
World  war,  until  he  waked  up  en  a  Liverpool  park  bench  in  1919.   The  story  of 
Rainier1 s  ceaseless  efforts  to  recapture  those  blank  years  is  told  partly  by  Rainier 
himself,  partly  by  his  secretary.

The  magic  mountain;  translated  from  the  German  by  H.  T.  Lowe-Porter.   lOv 
1939  CPH  "The  scene  in  which  this  story  is  laid  is  the  little  Alpine  valley  of 
Davos  the  narrowing  end  of  which  is  filled  so  beautifully  by  the  rising  peak  of  the 
Tinzenhorn.   The  magic  mountain  of  Dr.  Thomas  Mann's  novel,  however,  is  not  this 
towering  horn,  but  a  symbol  for  an  international  sanatorium  which  also  beckons  to 
consumptives  from  all  the  corners  of  Europe.   Its  magic  resides  in  its  power  to 
attract  and  to  retain  these  sufferers.   In  other  words  this  enormous  novel  is  a  de- 
tailed study  of  sanatorium  life,  of  the  routine,  the  treatment,  and  gradual  ac- 
climatization, the  peculiarities  of  an  imaginary  group  of  patients  in  a  typical 
institution,  and  their  gradual,  almost  imperceptible,  segregation  in  mind  and  out- 
look from  the  workaday  world."

Long  before  the  military  disaster  the  French  Republic  had  already 
committed  suicide.   When  we  have  to  face  a  similar  problem,  it  would  be  well  to  heed 
Pol's  warning."

(Editor's  notej   A  list  of  the  books  to  be  discussed  in  this  series  of  broadcasts  is 
given  at  the  end  of  this  article.   The  broadcast  is  scheduled  at  this  time  for  Sunday 
mornings  11:30  to  12,  New  York  time,  but  it  is  subject  to  change.   Consult  your  local 
newspaper  for  the  local  broadcasting  time  and  any  other  changes  in  the  schedule.   The 
order  in  which  the  books  are  to  be  discussed  has  not  been  announced.) 

"Invitation  to  Learning"  resumes  today  after  a  recess  of  seven  weeks.   That  is  to 
say,  three  men  will  meet  as  before  in  a  quiet  ro,n  on  the  twentieth  flaar  of   a  Hew  Y>rk 
skyscraper  and  talk  about  a  book.  A  great  bDok  ("Don  Quixote"  today,  as  it  happens). 
And  their  talk  will  be  the  best  of  which  they  are  capable,  in  surroundings  which  are  by 
no  means  the  worst  for  the  purpose  in  this  age.   Perhaps  they  are  the  best;  for  uadison 
Avenue  and  Fifty-second  Street  is  one  of  the  serenest  of  New  York  corners  on  Sunday,  the 
view  from  the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System's  windows  is  at  such  times  .mild  as  well  as 
magnificent,  and  the  spaciousness  of  studio  10  is  itself  a  help  to  meditation  and 
discourse . 

For  it  must  be  remembered  that  these  three  men,  though  they  have  come  together  an 
hour  early  and  have  sounded  out  one  another  on  the  subject  of  the  bo.jk,  hove  not  in  the 
customary  sense  of  the  word  "rehearsed."   Nor  have  they  scripts  from  which  they  will 
read.   For  half  an  hour  they  will  talkj  ask  questions  and  answer  them,  argue  and  agree, 
and  upon  occasion  quote  the  author  under  review  in  order  to  make  a  point. 

From  an  experience  with  some  fifty  of  these  broadcasts  I  can  testify  that  nothing 
is  better  material  for  talk  than  a  great  book.   Homer,  Shakespeare,  Dante,  Dickens, 
Tolstoy,  Plato,  Spinoza,  Sophocles,  and  their  peers  are  inexhaustible.   This  is  partly 
because  they  have  the  great  subject-matter j  human  life  in  its  enduring  phases  and  at  its 
moments  of  deepest  excitement*   It  is  also  because  they  have  long  been  known  as  the 
authors  of  great  books,  have  had  many  readers,  and  have  many  right  now — who  are  listen- 
ing. 

A  classic,  in  other  words,  is  more  than  its  text;  it  is  in  addition  the  thoughts 
that  millions  of  human  beings,  dead  and  alive,  have  had  about  it.   And  all  of  these 
thoughts  assist  the  three  men  on  Madison  Avenue  as  they  proceed  with  their  delightful 
task.   Delightful  in  itself;  but  delightful  too  because  they  can  know  that  it  is  worth 
undertaking  and  will  be  understood  as  that  by  invisible  listeners  all  across  the  United 
States . 

It  is  as  an  overheard  conversation  that  "invitation  to  Learning"  has  gained  its 
audience.   Nothing  in  it  is  addressed  directly  to  its  listeners.   The  three  men  address 
only  one  another,  endeavoring  to  interest  and  convince  themselves  first  of  all.   He  who 
wishes  may  overhear;  and  it  is  clear  that  his  wish  alone  will  decide  the  matter.   As  he 
is  not  being  addressed,  so  he  is  not  being  urged  or  belabored;  he  is  free  from  the  sense 
of  being  used.   Likewise  he  is  free  from  the  sense  that  some  one  is  bursting  a  blood 
vessel  to  keep  him  entertained. 

This  is  doubtless  entertainment  of  a  kind;  but  it  is  not  professional,  nor  is  it 
shouted  at  the  public  as  at  a  victim,  with  something  like  contempt  in  the  speaker's  * 
voice.   There  is  such  an  absence  of  "talking  down"  here  that  some  listeners  have  confess- 
ed they  did  not  know  what  it  was  all  about*   Yet  they  listened;  and  a  restaurant  keeper 
in  a  little   Illinois  town  told  some  one  of  my  acquaintance  that  this  was  his  favorite 
program  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  most  of  it  was  over  his  head* 
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What  he  liked  was  the  compliment  paid  him  in  the  refusal  to  explain  and  water  down. 
The  matter  sounded  important,  as  in  fact  ha  know  it  was.   He  said  he  was  sick  of  being 
entertained  by  devices  he  already  understood  too  well. 

About  great  books  there  is  probably  no  argument.   About  the  wisdom  of  discussing 
ihem  before  everybody,  however,  there  was  one  until  "invitation  to  Learning"  put  it  down* 
The  success  of  the  program  last  year  surprised  most  of  those  persons  who  had  thought  the 
classics  to  be  their  private  possession.   But  the  classics  are  about  the  world  and  they 
belong  to  it;  which  means  that  the  world  is  their  best  audience.   Nor  did  the  world  ever 
need  to  remember  them  more  than  it  does  at  the   current  moment. 

The  program  was  suspended  for  seven  weeks  in  favor  of  certain  defense  programs. 
But  it  was  missed  because  it  too  was  a  defense  program.   The  books  it  discusses  are  the 
civilization  which  is  now  being  defended.   They  say  quite  simply  what  it  is  all  about. 
And  the  letters  that  will  begin  again  to  come  in,  from  professors  and  from  elevator 
operators,  from  the  learned  and  the  unlearned,  will  make  it  clear  once  more  that  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  United  States  knows  that  this  is  so.

During  her  nation-wide  radio  broadcast  of  Sunday,  November  23,  Mrs.  Roosevelt 
announced  the  names  of  the  prize-winners  of  THE  JEWISH  BRAILLE  REVIEW  TENTH  ANNIVER- 
SARY SHORT  STORY  COMPETITION  -  1941*   In  making  the  announcements  she  characterized 
the  project  as  "a  truly  high  note  of  courage  and  the  will  of  strong-minded  and  strong- 
hearted  human  beings  to  conquer  any  adversity."   "I  want  to  congratulate  the  prize- 
winners/' she  concluded,  "because  of  the  fact  that  they  have  learned  to  free  themselves 
from  the  handicap  of  blindness,  and  every  achievement  of  this  kind  seems  to  me  to  be 
well  worth  our  attention  because  of  the  encouragement  it  gives  to  others*" 

The  contest  was  conducted  partly  in  celebration  of  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the 
publication,  but  more  particularly,  in  order  to  stimulate  and  encourage  the  writing 
talent  among  the  blind  of  all  faiths  in  the  British  Empire,  South  America,  and  the 
United  States.   The  following  group  of  eminent  writers  served  on  the  committee  of 
judges*  Louis  Adamic,  Louis  Bromfield,  Andre  Maurois,  William  Lyon  Phelps,  and 
Professor  Donald  L.  Clark  of  Columbia  University  who  acted  as  chairman  of  the  committee, 

Cash  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  authors  of  the  six  best  stories  in  each  of  the 
contest  areas.   In  addition  to  the  cash  prizes,  a  gold  medal  known  as  the  "Helen 
Keller  Medal  for  Literary  Excellence"  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Earl  W.  Howard  of  Oklahoma 
City,  Oklahoma.   Manuscripts  were  received  from  places  as  far  away  as  Sydney,  Aus- 
tralia, Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  Botafoge,  Brazil,  and  Medellin,  Colombia.  The 
larger  part  of  the  stories  came,  of  course  from  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States*

"Writing,"  said  Marjorie  Kinnan  Rawlings,  "is  agony.  I  stay  at  my  typewriter 
for  eight  hours  every  day  when  I'm  working  and  keep  as  free  as  possible  from  all  dis- 
tractions for  the  rest  of  the  day.   I  aim  to  do  six  pages  a  day,  but  I'm  satisfied  with 
three.   Often  there  are  only  a  few  lines  to  show." 

Is  it  worth  such  complete  dedication? 

"I'm  sure  it  is.  Without  the  work  I'd  be  a  tangle  of  frustrations." 

"An  ivory  tower,"  she  continued,  "is  impossible  now."  The  news  is  always  with 
you  wherever  you  go.   "But  physical  isolation  has  its  uses."   She  lives  in  a  cottage  on 
a  sand  dune  about  ten  miles  south  of  St.  Augustine,  breaks  the  routine  of  work  by  occa- 
sional drives  into  St.  Augustine  to  see  a  motion  picture.   "Delia  and  I  drive  in, with 
the  dog  in  the  back  seat.   Delia,  my  maid,  is  a  graduate  of  Bethune  College  at  Daytona. 
She  doesn't  mind  the  loneliness  as  long  as  there  is  enough  around  the  house  for  her  to 
read.   I'm  holding  out  a  set  of  Proust  for  the  long  summer  afternoons." 

Mrs.  Rawlings  does  most  of  her  work  during  the  summer  because  there  are  fewer 
interruptions  during  that  season.   "Writing  as  I  do,  out  of  emotion  rather  than  through 
a  mental  process,  I  find  that  I  can  make  progress  only  if  I  keep  living  with  my  charac- 
ters and  let  nothing  come  between."   She  lets  the  new  issues  of  two  magazines,  Nature, 
published  by  the  Museum  of  Natural  History,  and  the  Atlantic,  break  into  her  working 
hours.   But  even  in  the  evenings,  during  her  months  of  writing,  she  reads  no  fiction. 
"I  am  avid  for  biography,  history  and  essays."  When  not  actively  writing  on  something 
she  reads  new  novels,  and  returns  to  the  backlog  of  her  library  only  to  reread  Heming- 
way, "John  Brown's  Body"  by  Stephen  Vincent  Benet,  and  Proust. 

In  most  of  her  writing  Mrs.  Rawlings  "makes  with  the  heart,"  but  she  discovered 
a  year  or  so  ago  that  she  possessed  a  hitherto  unsuspected  talent  for  high  comedy.   Her 
rather  searing  short  story,  "The  pelican's  Shadow,"  was  published  by  the  New  Yorker 
and  has  already  been  reprinted  in  anthologies*   There  is  no  more  sweetness  in  this  tale 
than  there  is  in  the  bulk  of  the  irork  of  Sally  BenBon  or  Dawn  Powell.   She  said  that  she 
was  delighted  to  discover  that  she  could  do  that  kind  of  thing  and  intended  to  do  more. 

She  spoke  of  the  helpfulness  of  her  Florida  neighbors,  "When  I  was  planning 
'The  Yearling*  I  needed  some  good  bear-hunting  scenes  because  I  knew  that  they  were  to 
be  part  of  the  book.   I  told  the  old  guide  why  I  wanted  to  go  on  bear  hunts  and  he  took 
me  out  on  a  number  of  hunts  and  told  me  all  the  facts  he  could  think  of.   All  the  people 
down  there  are  very  good  in  that  way.   They  realize  that  they  are  helping  to  preserve  a 
way  of  life  that  is  passing,  helping  to  make  records  of  what  they  have  learned  and  what 
their  ancestors  knew." 

It  was  suggested  that  one  fortunate  aspect  of  this  was  that  she  was  dealing  with 
people  who  had  no  intention  of  writing  books  themselves  and  so  had  no  reason  to  hold 
back. 

"No  you.*re  wrong.  Many  of  them  do  intend  to  write  books.   They  come  to  me  and 
ask  me  to  collaborate  with  them.   I'm  to  do  the  writing  but  it  will  be  their  story." 
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Born  in  Washington,  Mrs.  Rawlings  worked  on  newspapers  in  many  cities  as  a  report- 
er and  feature  writer.   She  mentioned  employment  on  a  Hearst  newspaper  as  a  sob-sister 
and  commented  that  it  was  "a  rough  school,  but  I  wouldn't  have  missed  it.   So  long  as 
you  can  avoid  the  stereotyped  pattern  you  learn  a  lot  when  you  must  put  down  what  people 
said  and  how  they  acted  in  great  crises  in  their  lives.   And  it  teaches  you  objectivity." 
Continually  while  she  supported  herself  through  newspaper  work  she  attempted  to  write 
fiction  for  the  magazines. 

"I  tried  to  write  what  I  thought  they  would  be  most  likely  to  buy  and  all  that 
brought  me  was  rejection  slips.   Then  in  1928  I  had  an  opportunity  to  buy  an  orange 
grove  in  Florida  and  I  bought  it,  left  the  newspaper,  and  settled  down  to  give  all  my 
time  to  fiction.   Still  the  stories  didn't  sell,  so  I  gave  up.   I  thought  the  best  thing 
might  be  to  write  poetry  that  would  satisfy  the  urge  to  create  and  would  bother  no  one. 
I  wouldn't  have  to  worry  much  about  getting  it  published,  as  there 'd  be  very  little 
chance  of  that  and  I  could  rule  writing  out  as  a  means  of  income. 

"But  then  I  thought-- just  one  more.   And  I  wrote  a  story  that  seemed  very  far 
from  'commercial,'  that — it  seemed  to  me--no  editor  would  want  to  buy,  but  that  had 
meaning  for  me.   It  sold  like  a  shot  and  I've  had  no  trouble  about  selling  since, 
though  I  never  have  tried  to  write  'commercially.'" 

Perhaps  because  of  her  long  efforts  to  give  editors  what  they  presumably  wanted, 
every  line  continues  to  come  hard.   "I  have  no  free  swing  in  what  I  write,  no  little 
miracles.   I  let  my  novels  mature  for  several  years,  know  almost  exactly  what  I  want  to 
do  in  them,  and  slowly  do  it.   I  make  the  first  draft  as  perfect  as  I  can  and  do  com- 
paratively little  rewriting  because  what  I  toilsomely  put  on  paper  is  the  best  that  I 
can  do.   For  me  there  is  no  improving  it.   The  phrase,  the  line,  the  paragraph — they 
never  are  quite  right,  as  it  seems  to  me,  but  I  keep  plugging  getting  them  as  near  right 
as  is  possible  for  me.   Every  thought,  every  description,  every  bit  of  dialogue,  is  as 
compressed,  as  tight,  as  I  can  fashion  it.   It  is  all  self-conscious  and  perhaps  that 
is  wrong,  but  it  is  the  only  method  that  I  can  use." 


NAZI  "BEST  SELLER"  GIVES  HEW  RELIGION.   From  the  N.Y.  Times,  Dec.  1,  1941 

The  outline  of  a  religious  "new  order"  for  Nazidom,  replacing  Catholic  and  Protes- 
tant churches  with  a  national  "German  faith,"  is  contained  in  an  anonymous  book  cir- 
culating widely  in  Germany  called  "Gott  und  Volk" —  God  and  the  People."   "We  Germans 
have  been  called  by  fate  to  be  the  first  to  break  with  Christianity;  it  is  to  be  an 
honor,"  says  the  book. 

Two  hundred  thousand  copies  already  are  in  circulation,  apparently  principally 
among  young  Elite  Guards,  Storm  Troopers,  soldiers  and  labor  service  camps.   The  cir- 
culation has  become  so  extensive  that  Catholic  bishops  hrve  taken  official  notice  of 
the  publication  in  a  warning  to  the  faithful. 

The  nearest  thing  to  a  definition  in  the  book  of  the  new  national  religion  is 
contained  in  these  words »   "German  faith  won't  dictate  to  any  one  his  relationship  to 
God.   Every  one  seeks  his  own  way.   But  no  one  seeks  it  in  Rome  or  Jerusalem.   Germany 
is  our  holy  land.   It  will  be  our  religion.   I  believe  in  a  strong  God  and  his  eternal 
Germany." 

Catholic  bishops  in  a  letter  read  from  all  pulpits  said  of  the  book:   "The  ex- 
istence of  Christianity  and  the  church  in  Germany  is  at  stake.   Recently  a  book  has 
been  spread  in  hundreds  of  thousands  of  copies  that  asserts  we  Germans  have  to  choose 
between  Christ  and  the  German  people.  With  flaming  indignation  we  German  Catholics 
refuse  to  make  such  a  choico.  "
